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THE SUSTAINABLE 

APPAREL COALITION BRINGS 
TOGETHER BIG BRANDS IN 
THE HOPES OF CREATING A 
GREENER GARMENT INDUSTRY

Bridget Smatlan bends over her sew- 
ing machine, gliding the plaid fabric 
of a simple summer dress though the 
machine. Her one room workshop is 
full to the rafters with fabrics, and 
has a cozy work feeling, with creaky 
hardwood floors, tall windows and 
the odd pipe sticking out of the wall. 

The 31-year-old local small busi- 
ness owner has designed her own 
clothing label for the past six years, 
selling her garments at the City Mar- 
ket and local craft sales. 

Many of the fabrics she uses are 
vintage, found in second-hand stores 
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and plundered from the hordes of 
granny seamstresses. She orders 
basic fabrics from a wholesaler in 
Vancouver, as well as several differ- 
ent local retail stores. 

But even with new fabrics she has 
very little information on how the 
material was created, including what 
chemicals and dyes were used in the 
manufacturing process. 

“None of that is available to us 
whatsoever,” she says. “That's how 
relaxed the industry is right now.” 

Sometimes, even the fibre compo- 
sition is a mystery, and Smatlan tests 
roughly one in ten fabrics herself in 
order to provide the information la- 
bel on her clothes. 

This confusion is the reason be- 
hind the creation of a new industry 
group called the Sustainable Apparel 
Coalition, a group of big brands and

non-governmnet organizations that 
are working together to green the 
garment industry. The group has 
some big players, including H & M, 
Wal-Mart, and Mountain Equipment 
Co-op (MEC). One main aim of the 
group is to create two sustainability 
indexes, one for the industry and one 
for customers. Clothing designers 
for these brands would be able to use 
the index when choosing fabrics, so 
that they could gage the product's 
environmental and social impact. 
Eventually, the group hopes to create 
a consumer index for consumers. 

Smatlan welcomes the initiative, 
and hopes that the ripple effect from 
these big brands will eventually in- 
crease the sustainability of the fab- 
rics she buys. 

“That would change everything,” 
she says. “That's just like putting the 


nutrition information on food pack- 
aging.” Eventually, the labeling could 
lead to widespread changes in the in- 
dustry, she says 


But even for the big brands with 
lots of clout, these indexes may be 
a long way off. Peter Waeber is the 
CEO of Bluesign, a third party textile 
auditing company based in Zurich, 
Switzerland, which has worked with 
MEC. He describes the supply chain 
for clothing companies as practically 
Byzantine 

“The supply is very complex, 
much more complex than people ex- 
pect,” Waeber says. “Because a lot of 
chemicals, processes and technology 
is involved, it makes it not easy for a 
brand to manage that.” 

A lack of data is the biggest prob- 
lem he sees during his company’s 
on-site audits of textile suppliers 
The companies supplying fabric to 
brands may have very few details on 
the kinds of chemicals that go into 
the dyes they are using, for example 
The suppliers may not track electric- 
ity consumption, air and water pol- 
lution. All these things are key to 
discovering just what kind of impact 
the supplier is having on the local en- 
vironment. 

Greenpeace found the same kinds 
of problems when they investigated 
textile operations in Guangdong 
Province, China. 

Vivien Yau, a campaigner with the 
Hong Kong office, says via email 
that of the companies that did do a 
chemical audit during their investi- 
gation, most factories didn’t know 
what chemicals were being used in 
production, or what chemicals they 
were producing as a result of the 
manufacturing process. She also 
noted a problem with cheating and 
fraud. 

“Factories would make a lot of fake 
records and reports to cheat brands,” 
she says, “or just switch on the 
wastewater treatment plants during 
brands audit.” 

Greg Scott, the product integrity 
director for MEC, understands the 
complexity of the textile supply 
chain, and the potential for error. 

“We had a lot of things thrown our 
way saying; ‘This is eco and green’ — 
but we didn’t know what their refer- 
ence point was to say why a certain 
material was more environmentally 
responsible,” he says. In order to 
make good environmental decisions, 
the company needed scientifitic 
benchmarks. 

But MEC also wanted to bring this 
science-based decision making to 
the rest of the industry. That's why 
the company is also involved in the 


Outdoor Industry Association. That 
group also had a central goal of cre- 
ating a sustainability index, but four 
years later, they still haven't suc- 
ceeded 

“What we found pretty early on 
is that it’s incredibly complex,” he 
says. “We needed to standardize the 
metrics by which we measured our 
footprint.” 


Part of changing the industry in- 
volves a big tent approach, and in- 
cluding mainstream brands was an 
essential element, says Scott 

“It can’t-be boutique,” he says. “It 
can’t be a small group of brands that 
are considered environmentally re- 
sponsible yet the rest of the world 
isn't thinking that through.” 

But Scott isn’t focused on the index 
itself as the main vehicle of change. 
He says it really starts with compa- 
nies asking the right questions of 
their suppliers 

Waeber of Bluesign says an index 
on an individual piece of clothing is 
not only far too hard to accomplish, 
it really means nothing in terms of 
environmental sustainability. There 
are too many factors involved, he 
says. The size of the T-shirt, the 
print, the thread, the buttons — all 
these elements must be considered 
A better approach is to consider the 
overall environmental performance 
of the company involved, he says. 

Of course, it’s hard to talk about 
the sustainability of an industry 
that’s based on continual consump- 
tion. Yau points out that the dispos- 
ability of clothing is also a factor in 
the amount of waste produced by 
this industry and the difficulty in 
getting good information. With fash- 
ion trends changing so quickly, just 
in time shipments from suppliers to 
stores are a regular occurrence. 

“Thousands of new designs come 
out per week,” she says. “Each de- 
sign has different raw materials and 
accessories, so you could imagine 
the scope of the supply chain. ... The 
cost to manage and audit the whole 
supply chain is extremely high for 
buyers and brands.” 

She suggests consumers simply 
buy less, or turn to second-hand 
clothing. 

For her part, Smatlan is greatly 
encouraged by. the efforts of the 
Sustainable Apparel Coalition, and 
hopes that the rest of the industry 
will take note and start investigat- 
ing their supply chains. Eventually, it 
could trickle down and give her more 
access to information about the 
fabrics she buys. 

“It could be the start of something 
really huge.”

MY TOWN SCOTT LINGLEY 
OUR COLUMNIST REFLECTS ON 
15 YEARS OF WORK WITH SEE 





There's no way to accurately encap- 
sulate in one article the shadow that 
SEE Magazine has cast over my life 
for 15 years. For starters, SEE had a 
hand in breaking up my band in 1995 
by picking us as the local act they’d 
sponsor for a slot at the North by 
Northeast music fest in Toronto. The 
ensuing three-week jaunt to Toronto 
(and Halifax) was financially ruin- 
ous enough to start said band on its 
year-long death spiral. That aside, 
the nomination and the cover pho- 
to, taken in the alley behind SEE’s 
Old Strathcona offices, was very 
validating. 

SEE later gave me my first byline 
when I was in journalism school and 
they were in cramped, water-stained, 
windowless caverns in the Boardwalk 
Market building downtown. As SEE’s 
newly anointed jazz writer 1 would 
Interview a superannuated bop trom- 
bonist I'd never heard, nor heard of. 
For writing 600 words about it, they 
would give me $35. Thus was a beau- 
tiful partnership born, a thousand 
thousand articles of questionable 
structural integrity launched. 

Later, when SEE moved into 
bright, spacious, freshly painted of- 
fices — almost instantly defaced by 
the Most Famous Guy in Town with 
an awesome magic marker portrait 
of a monster on the wall outside the 


sales manager's office — on the south 
end of the High Level Bridge, | was 
hired as SEE's entertainment editor. 
Though it ultimately kicked the liv- 
ing shit out of me trying to distill the 
raging cataract of our city’s culture 
into the available space around the 
adstack (making sure to leave room 
for Dan Savage, Josey Vogels and 
The Kid) week after week, I doubt 
I will ever have a job that cool again 
— thinking and talking and reading 
and writing about the abundance of 
overlooked talent based in this town, 
engaging with passionate people en 
twined with the city’s cultural life ev- 
ery single day was a joy and a privi- 
lege, when it wasn’t an agonizing 
slog. I also got to talk to a lot of fa- 
mous folks; I still have Ron Jeremy's 
home phone number somewhere. 
(While we certainly gave a platform 
to local provocateurs, it was Mr. Sav- 
age who most consistently provoked 
the wrath of the city’s moral scolds. 
My most memorable customer ser- 
vice moment was trying to placate a 
local restaurateur who was outraged, 
to put it mildly, at the sex colum- 
nist’s graphic debunking of an urban 
legend involving the hideous conse- 
quences of masturbating with a lob- 
ster tail. I could certainly sympathize 
that someone who came across that 
article mid-meal might be put off 
their feed, I also couldn't keep myself 
from laughing about it. We all loved 
Dan at See, but no other contributor 
cost us so many distribution drops.) 
My years editing SEE made for 
some concentrated living, to bor- 
row a phrase from former local 
heroes the City Streets, and it still 
looms large in my mind as a forma- 
tive and transformative experience. 
But, inevitably, trying to drink from 
the firehose every day leaves your 


head all distended. You have to take 
a break 

(If you'll allow me to get maudlin 
for a moment, I was extremely lucky 
to bask in the reflected brilliance of 
various SEE colleagues, contributors 
and collaborators, some of whom 
continue to play active roles in tak- 
ing Edmonton's cultural temperature 
— those that know Fish Griwkowsky 
may be conjuring an alarming men- 
tal image just now. But as I’ve noted 
before, one of SEE’s most reliable 
and relied-upon contributors for a 
long time was beloved cultural com- 
Gilbert Bouchard, 
tragically left our midst too soon a 


mentator who 
couple of springs ago. Were he here, 
Gilbert might well be covering the 
end of Edmonton's alt-weekly wars 
for CBC Radio. And the Edmonton 
Journal. And the Globe & Mail.) 

Still, I couldn’t kick my SEE habit 
cold-turkey. The best way to stay 
connected to €dmonton's hydra- 
headed arts scene — and the wider 
world of creativity — was to keep 
writing about it. 

I'm grateful to the editors who kept 
me around to write about theatre, 
movies and, later, restaurants. My 
vocabulary in those media has been 
enriched exponentially by trying 
to come up with new things to say 
about them, though to this day the 
question I get asked most frequently 
is still, 
again?” 

Nostalgia aside, I don’t think there’s 
any doubt that the bloodless conclu- 
sion of Edmonton's alt-weekly wars 
didn’t come a moment too soon, and 
can only bode well for the local medi- 
asphere, the daily print arm of which 
has been in steady decline for quite 
some time. 

Hopefully the combined know-

This weekend marks the unofficial start 
of leadership season in Alberta. The nascent 
Alberta Party holds its first leadership 
convention at the Shaw Convention Centre. 
Meanwhile, the Alberta Liberals are holding 
their annual convention in Calgary, kicking 
off their leadership derby, which ends 
Sept. 10th. And of course, the Progressive 
Conservatives and their candidate hopefuls 
are frantically selling memberships to decide 
who will be the next premier of the province. 

With the established parties hogging the 
headlines, the Alberta Party gathering has 
gone almost unnoticed, which is not a good 
sign for the new party. 

The Alberta Party is a solidly centrist 
organization, an earnest collection of 
political newbies and refugees from the 
old-line parties. The party is intent on doing 
politics differently, beginning with its Big 
Listen events held across the province. The 
Big Listen provided the base for the party's

The candidates for 
the leadership are unknowns; no sitting 
or former MLAs, no high profile business 
person or well-known activist. You could 
pass Tammy Maloney, Glenn Taylor, Lee 
Easton or Ryan Royer (the four leadership 
candidates) on the street and not give them 
a second glance. This is not to say that they 
are not accomplished Albertans, and worthy 
of consideration. But the brutal fact is that 
voters look to leaders. Danielle Smith, for 
all intents and purposes, is the Wildrose 
Alliance, and the public's perception of the 
PC and Liberal parties will be shaped in large 
part by their new leaders. 

The Alberta Party, with its well meaning 
but very low profile leadership hopefuls, is 
counting on its policy to attract candidates, 
and voters. Good luck with that.

Based on the rah-rah I’ve been read- 
ing in some sectors of the local media 
about the fabulous impact the arena 
will have on our town, we should all 


-be dancing in the usually deserted 


streets of downtown. If the unbri- 
dled enthusiasm about this miracle 
building is to be believed, I think it 
should be named the Panacea Arena 
(although I suspect the name will 
be something more prosaic, like the 
Tim Hortons Arena, or perhaps Ca- 
nadian Tire Place). It'll be good for 
what ails us, the boosters tell us. 
Throw up a shiny new building for 
our fallen hockey gods to play in, and 
businesses and housing and hotels 
will spring up around it like dandeli- 
ons in the spring. 

Maybe. Maybe not. 

I’mstill a fan of the idea of a down- 


town arena. I’m in favour of any- 
thing that contributes to the overall 
betterment of Edmonton: the new 
art gallery, the proposed provincial 
museum, improved LRT, the new 
Epcor Tower, Target stores (what is 
taking those people?), that pretzel- 
like overpass at 23rd Avenue that 
allows me to completely bypass the 
monstrosity that is South Edmonton 
Common, etc. 

As much as I am in favour of the 
idea of a new arena, I was shocked 
to pick up my morning paper last 
Thursday and find a deal had of been 
reached. It's a deal with holes big 
enough to drive a Zamboni through, 
but it’s still a deal. 

Where the hell did that come from, 
I wondered. Did I miss the news that 
council was going to be discussing 
the arena deal? No, | didn’t. The 
meeting, in which council members 
voted 8-5 in favour of the rough out- 
line of a deal, was unannounced, not 
on anyone’s agenda or radar, and held 
in secret. According to Gary Lamphi- 
er’s column in the Edmonton Journal, 
it even caught city councillor Linda 
Sloan by surprise. Sloan went so far 
as to use the word “manipulation”, 
saying that councillors were “pup- 
pets” with the strings being pulled by 
Mayor Stephen Mandel, NHL's Ma- 
chiavellian commissioner Gary Bet-

tman, and reclusive billionaire/Oiler 
owner Daryl Katz. Sloan’s language 
was unusually strong for civic politics 
(once an opposition MLA, always an 
opposition MLA), but hard to argue 
with. Nobody, it appears, was expect- 
ing a council vote, or at least it was 
unexpected by potential opponents. 
The way this whole thing went down 
— unannounced, late at night, behind 
closed doors — I suspect Mandel let a 
few select supporters in on the deal 
ahead of time. (Kudos to council- 
lors Sloan, Don Iveson, Kerry Diotte, 
€d Gibbons and Tony Caterina for 
showing some back bone and voting 
against the deal.) This is a huge de- 
cision — as. big as any decision this 
or any other city council will have to 
deal with — and to have it rammed 
through in secret is shockingly un- 
democratic, and stinks of old-school, 
smoke-filled-room politics. Mayor 
Mandel, who has always displayed 
an impatience with the glacial pace 
of civic decision making, is certainly 
the mastermind behind these closed- 
door shenanigans. 

So why the rush? Sloan says it 
was necessary to get the agreement 
in place before Ed Stelmach’s time 
as premier comes to an end. The 
thinking is that Stelmach will have 
the power (until September when

his short-lived era ends) to throw in 
some or all of the $100 million that is 
missing from the $450 million cost 
of the building. This is remarkably 
cynical, and highly unlikely. Even if 
lame-duck Stelmach somehow found 
a way to give millions to the city for 
the arena, it would become a major 
issue in the PC party leadership race. 
I have no doubt that the leadership 
candidates would immediately dis- 
tance themselves from any arena 
cash promise, and reverse any such 
agreement. Unless there's something 
going on behind the scenes — and I 
wouldn't doubt that, based on what 
has already happened — | can’t see 
the province or the feds kicking in the 
missing $100 million. (And speaking 
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of one hundred million dollars, what- 
ever happened to the Katz promise to 
spend $100 million on surrounding 
properties? Is that part of the deal? 
And better yet, why not tell Katz to 
forget about spending $100 million 
on whatever surrounding the arena, 
and put it INTO the building, raising 
his total to $200 million?) 

So we have a late-night, closed 
door, unscheduled meeting where 
city councilors vote to commit to 
building an arena for a local billion- 
aire based on a funding formula that 
is basically a jigsaw puzzle missing a 
few key pieces. 

This is no way to run a city.

Thanks for reminding us of our sa- 
cred mission, Voron. Ordinary blog- 
gers and journalists are fine for stay- 
ing current on nuclear meltdowns, 
Middle East upheavals, and other 
passing phenomena. But it’s up to 
the Straight Dope to keep the planets 


| straight. 


Here’s where things stood as of 
1996. Planet X was the name as- 
tronomer Percival Lowell gave in the 
early 20th century to the hypotheti- 
cal celestial body that would account 
for apparent irregularities in the or- 


| bit of Neptune, the outermost planet 
| then known. 


In 1930, what we now call Pluto 
was discovered in the approximate 
location Lowell had predicted for 
Planet X. 

But this discovery was coincidence, 
made possible by sheer doggedness 
on the part of Clyde Tombaugh, the 
astronomer who found the new plan- 
et — Pluto, it turned out, was far too 


| small to budge Neptune. 


The search for Planet X continued. 


| In 1972 astronomer Joseph Brady 
| predicted it'd be a massive body with 


| an orbit at a steep angle to those of 





| most other planets that took 464 


years to revolve around the sun. 
Brady's conjecture was never widely 
accepted, and more precise observa- 
tions during the 1989 Voyager 2 flyby 
established that the supposed anom- 
alies in Neptune's orbit were, in fact, 


nonexistent. In short, there was no 
Planet X. 

€nd of story? Naturally not. In 
2005 astronomers poring over tele- 
scopic images discovered another 
largish object out past Neptune. Ini- 
tially called 2003 UB313 (the 2003 
part identifies the year the crucial 
photos were taken), it bore several 
distinctive traits: First, it was the 
most distant object known to orbit 
the sun other than a few comets. 
Second, it was pretty big, with a di- 
ameter roughly a fifth of earth's, al- 
though it was only a quarter of one 
per cent as massive. Third, and here 
we get to the interesting part, it takes 
557 years to circle the sun, and its or- 
bit is at a steep angle to those of the 


other planets, much as Joseph Brady * 


in 1972 had predicted for Planet X. 

Again, however, it was just co- 
incidence. Eris was nowhere near 
as massive as Brady’s hypothetical 
giant. 

Nonetheless, 2003 UB313's discov- 
erers had Planet X on their minds 
and nicknamed their find Xena, after 
TV’s warrior princess. Wiser heads 
prevailed, and ultimately the thing 
was named Eris. 

The discovery of Eris proved to be 
the downfall of Pluto. The two objects 
were about the same size; if Pluto was 
a planet, so was Eris. Astronomers 
were now faced with the prospect of 
a planetary roster consisting of eight 
large to really large planets plus two 
relatively dinky ones. Pluto's status 
as a planet had always struck some 
people as dubious, not only because 
of its size but also its funky orbit, 
which is itself sharply angled and at 
times brings Pluto closer to the sun 
than Neptune. The arrival of Eris on 
the scene revived the argument. 

The problem wasn't just Eris. Pluto 
is located in a remote section of the 
solar system beyond Neptune's orbit 
known as the Kuiper Belt. (Eris is

in an even more distant zone called 
the scattered disk.) For a long time 
astronomers thought there wasn't 
much in the Kuiper Belt other than 
Pluto and its moons, dust, and the 
occasional comet. Then starting in 
1992 they discovered the first of what 
are now more than 1,000 known 
Kuiper Belt objects, or KBOs. Some 
think the KBO count could eventu- 
ally reach 70,000. 

The Kuiper Belt, in other words, 
was like the asteroid belt between 
Mars and Jupiter — that is, a region 
of crud, little if any of it worthy of 
planetary designation. 

But there was no way to define 
planet so that Pluto stayed in the club 
while the largest of the crud was kept 
out. One attempt to preserve Pluto's 
planethood wound up elevating sev- 
eral other miscellaneous. objects to 
planetary status as well, including 
the asteroid Ceres and Pluto's moon 
Charon. This will never do, the In- 
ternational Astronomical Union de- 
cided. In 2006 it demoted Pluto to 
dwarf planet. 

You'd think that would mean the 
end of the Planet X saga, too. Not 
so. “Planet X” has now become the 
default term for any large orbiting 
item of interest on the solar system's 
fringe. To learn more about what's 
out there, NASA has launched the 
New Horizons space probe, which 
will fly past Pluto in 2014 and later, 
its hoped, past some KBOs. The 
space agency doesn't expect to spot 
any new mystery objects, project 
scientist Harold Weaver told my as- 
sistant Una. But at least speculation 
about future Planet Xs (in the Kuiper 
Belt, anyway) won't be so wildly off 
the mark.

Backyard Chickens? 


CITY LOOKS AT ALLOWING 
URBAN FOLK TO RAISE FOWL

People in Edmonton are accustomed 
to hearing certain sounds in the city. 
The bark of a dog, the twittering of 
chickadees and the never-ending 
sound of traffic are among those 
noises. 

The clucking of chickens, however, 
would be something new. 

Gord Jackson, the director of 
policy in the city’s planning and de- 
velopment department, is overseeing 
an urban agricultural framework as 


part of the municipal development 


plan for all of Edmonton. As part of 
this framework, the city is looking 


into urban farming, including chick- 
ens. 

This isn’t the first time the city has 
entertained the idea allowing chick- 
ens in the city. In February of last 
year, a group called the River City 
Chickens Collective proposed a pilot 
project, which would have allowed 
the group to test the idea. Members 
Laura Klassen and Margaret Fisher 
say concerns over noise and smell 
are overblown. 

“It's like anything. If you have a 
small dog, and your neighbour is 
right beside you, they are going to 
hear it,” says Klassen. “But, overall 
I would say [laying hens] are less 
noisy than a dog.” 

The pilot project didn’t go through,

Antique Or Retro? 


EVERYTHING OLD IS NEW 
AGAIN — AND HOT,’ TOO

t's not your grandmother's antiques 
store. Maybe not even your mom's 
While it might offend some of the 
purists, the Old Strathcona Antiques 
Mall has become a go-to, all-day 
destination for Edmonton's growing 
egions of antique hunters, collec- 
tors, and fans of kitschy/cool stuff 
rom the 1940s, 1950s and up to the 
1980s. 
The mother-daughter team of Betty 
Reitan (the mom) and Bobbi Weibel 
the daughter) are the third owners 
of the Old Strathcona Antiques Mall, 
but the only owners since it moved 
to its current location at 10323 78th 
Ave., in the old United Cycle store, in 
September 2009 

Reitan is no neophyte collector 
who thought it would be fun to open 
an antiques shop: She’s a former 
gourmet coffee shop owner, and pre- 
vious to that was part of the execu- 
tive team at Intuit. Daughter Bobbi 
has a business degree, and both are 





collectors. 

The huge location — two floors 
and 27,000 sq. ft. — is the largest 
in Western Canada. It’s clean and 
bright and well organized, and the 
interior is ringed by small replicas of 
historic Edmonton buildings like the 
Edmonton Gardens and Hub Cigar. 
While that may seem like a clever 
design idea for an antiques mall, Re- 
itan readily admits that the building 
replicas were part of the old United 
Cycle store. 

The business plan is, essentially, 
just like a shopping mall. Each of 
the 300 spaces is leased out to 160 
vendors. They pay rent, and a com- 
mission on their sales. Since the mall 
takes care of sales, the vendors don't 
have to stay at their booths around 
the clock. 

“It's like they have their own little 
store,” says Reitan from the mall's 
bright cafe. “They have to work their 
booth to make sure it’s clean and tidy 
and has fresh stock, but they don't 
have to be here. We provide the sales 
staff.” 

Since the mall.owners get a piece 
of every sale, they are incentivized 
to promote the mall and make it as 
inviting as possible. Hence, the cafe, 
which encourages shoppers to hang 
around all day. 

The mall concept, already popu- 
lar in the US., is gaining ground 
here. There’s another antiques mall, 
Rocky Mountain Antique Mall, just 
down the road on Gateway Blvd., as 
well as a number of other Alberta lo- 
cations. 

The mall concept “allows me to at- 
tract more people because we have a 
greater variety of product,” she says. 

In a young place like Alberta, the 
definition of antique differs from

other countries. Here, 50 years and 
older falls under the rough definition 
of antique. Elsewhere, it's about 100 
years, 

There is no official definition of 
antique (she prefers 100 years) but 
the mall and others who sell vintage 
items are doing a booming business 
in items that fall under the ‘retro’, 
‘vintage’ or ‘collectible’ definitions. 

The mall’s proximity to the univer- 
sity means a lot of students prowl 
the mall looking for funky retro or 
vintage stuff. Even Nintendo 64 and 
Atari games are old enough (barely) 
to fall under the collectible classifica- 
tion 

Many shoppers are into a particu- 
lar decor or fashion item. 

“They like anything that's differ- 
ent. They're thrilled and passionate 


about anything that's vintage,” she | 


says of her customers 
“We have customers who actually 
come dressed in the 1950s style. We 


have one girl ... you'd think she just 


walked out of the 1950s.” 


She admits that the traditional an- | 


tique collectors — who want it old, 
primitive, and often British — are a 


bit offended by the retro stuff. And | 


it’s a constant battle to differentiate 
the mall from a flea market 

In their lease agreement, the mall 
has the right to reject any items 
they find offensive, or that are not 
conducive to the betterment of the 
mall. They have pulled items out of 
booths. 

“There are a few habitual offend- 
ers,” she laughs, who try to sell 
Danielle Steele paperback books or 
DVDs. 

Fortunately, there is no shortage 
of quality vendors and product out 
there. A lot of people in their 60s on 
up are downsizing or moving into 
seniors homes, and are faced with 
disposing of china or silver or Royal 
Doulton figurines they don't want. 
The mall gets calls every day, and 
will arrange to do assessments of ei- 
ther small lots or entire households 
of stuff. On occasion they will clear 
out an entire house. 

The TV trend towards shows that 
deal with reselling items — American 
Pickers, Canadian Pickers, Storage 
Wars — has likely increased aware- 
ness of the antique business. But 
Reitan is not a big fan of the pickers 
programs, which shows the pickers 
trying to buy worthwhile items for 
miles below their value.

Funny hew it took more than 20 
years for a restaurant to come along 
with the wherewithal to finally efface 
all traces of the fact that New Asian 
Village used to be located in the strip 
niall on Calgary Trail and 79th Av- 
enue, 

fter NAV moved into Old Strath- 
conan the early 1990s, a Moroccan 
operation took the space over briefly, 
then it changed from one Asian res- 
taurant to another, most notably the 
memorably middlebrow Vietnamese 
eatery Bach Dang, which benefited 
from being the only place around 


there you could get vermicelli and 
pho. 

Eventually it became Ling Wok, 
before most recently bursting forth 
from its chrysalis as a purvey of 
Japanese cuisine. 

For some reason, the owners of 
Sakana were the first ones in two 
decades to think that the hanging 
trellis of wilted fake flowers and the 
relief silhouettes of onion-domed 
Hindu temples along the east wall 
were no longer relevant. The inte- 
rior has undergone a thorough trans- 
formation with the arrival of brand 
new everything — subdued colour 
scheme, tasteful Japanese art, spa- 
cious booths and a pristine glass 
counter where you can watch the su- 
shi artist do his thing. 

It makes a welcome change, 
especially now that there’s more to 
the menu than perfunctory noodles 
and sizzling rice platters. 

No less a personage than former 
SEE contributor, 
music writer and perpetual hardest 
working bass player in this hemi- 
sphere Tom Murray brought Sakana

to my attention and made no bones 
about it that he heartily endorses 


their lunchtime bento deal of 10 
bucks-or-thereabouts, according to 
your leanings toward sundry bento 
components.

package-deal nature of the bento that 
takes all the sharing and raw fish ori- 
entation out of a Japanese meal. But 
if you're dining alone — or with peo- 
ple who are genetically incapable of 
comprehending that raw salmon and 
tuna are delicious — it lets you con- 
struct a filling meal at a fixed price 
And who hasn't been stung by 
the insidious creep of the bill from 
blithely ordering more sushi every 
time the server comes to the table 
without thinking about what it’s ac- 
tually going to cost? With tip and 





everything? 

Anyhow, | ordered a bento with 
teriyaki chicken, sashimi and fried 
scallops, which also got me rice, a 
green Salad and miso 

Who should join me a few minutes 
later and place his own, quite similar 
order but Mr. Murray, walking the 
talk. 

He said he'd already had supper, 
but he went and ordered a bento any- 
how. | am not making that up. 

It should be noted that Sakana 
offers a full, familiar slate of Japa- 
nese faves not unlike, say, Kabuki 
or Miso or Moshi Moshi or Maki 
Maki or Ichiban or I Love Sushi or 
the independent Japanese joint do- 
ing its thing in your neighbourhood. 
The stuff you would usually order at 
those places? Sakana can do it too. 

Miso soup and a textbook sushi- 
joint green salad preceded the, dare 
I say, efficiently delivered bento, at- 
tractively assembled according to 
my selections: a breaded chicken 
fillet chopped in crunchy slices and 
drizzled with dark, sweet teriyaki 
sauce and a steaming mound of rice; 
three marshmallow-sized — I’m talk- 
ing Jet-Puffed here, people — scallops 


in a shaggy panko crust; an array of 
sliced raw fish (tuna, salmon, snap- 
per, surf clam) on flossy beds of 
shredded daikon. 

There were even slices of melon 
and pineapple to finish off the meal 
But where to start? 

I liked it all pretty well. The succu- 
lent slices of sashimi weren't huge, 
but they were fresh (and that’s way 
more important), the scallops took 
on a moist, meaty firmness inside 
their golden-fried shells and the 
chicken teriyaki was exactly what I 
expect when I order a bento box. I 
found the dark, sweet, not-teriyaki 
drizzle on the scallops a bit redun- 
dant and wished it were on the side 
rather than on the food, if you needa 
minor quibble to convince you of the 
authenticity of my experience. 

So there you have it — Sakana 
brings a little tone back to the origi- 
nal digs of New Asian Village, Old 
Strathcona gets a respectable sushi 
joint to take the place of the one 
across the street that turned into a 
bubble tea cafe and the world keeps 
on a-turning.

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The Secret To Their Success: Anvil took an interesting path

Steve ‘Lips’ Kudlow looked past his 





friend’s swastika emblazed sleeves, 
dark cowboy hat, and the wart on his 
cheek, meeting that fiery gaze dead 
on — only to turn the devil down. 

Lemmy, the infamous whiskey 
soaked banshee bassist, towered over 
Lips like a speed metal rendition of 
the crossroads demon that grants 
delta bluesmen virtuosity. But the 
Motorhead front man was offering 
so much more — pure absolution 
from years of playing empty rooms. 

Lips could've left his own band 
then and there to become a rock de- 
ity — he simply chose not to. 

Lemmy was by no means accus- 
tomed to being snubbed. The next 
time they crossed paths was two 
years later in 1983 at a festival in 
Bruges Called Heavy Sounds. 

“When I saw him then he wasn't 
playing, but crazily he was in a hot 
air balloon throwing commemora- 
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The Anvil front 
man and guitarist recalls of the fes- 


tive towels out,” 


tival decades ago, the kind of early 
peak that was once seldom for the 
band before its current resurgence 
on a headlining tour at venues like 
the Starlite Room on May 27 

Awhile after that bloated balloon 
deflated at the Bruges festival, Lips 
strolled through the maze of box 
trailers where the bands slept, only 
to hear one of their doors swing open 
and glimpse a fist clasping his neck 
There was Lemmy, leading him into 
his road abode and pressing a pair 
of Walkman headphones next to his 
eardrums, so that Lips could hear 
“Another Perfect Day,” one of the 
many hit songs he could've played 
guitar on. 

“Lemmy asked me ‘Why didn't you 
do it? It would’ve been good for your 
career.’ I said ‘I couldn't do it, man, 
I was in the middle of recording, | 
couldn't bail on the guys.’ And he 
said he could understand that, that 
he probably wouldn't have done it 
himself,” says Kudlow. 

That loyalty may be partially sen- 
timental, but it’s mostly dogmatic- a 
kinship between front man and gui- 
tarist Lips and drummer Robb Reiner 
since they were teenagers in Toronto 
(they were later joined by bassist 
Glenn Five), lasting because they are 
the sole members of the same metal

head congregation 


“That's sort’ve like an extension 
of myself, isn’t. it?” Lips says of 
the soul survivalist communion he 
shares with his band mates. “This 
is our thing. Wherever you go, you 
take your name and who you are and 
where you were. So anywhere I go 
(in a new band), I'd still be the guy 
that used to be in Anvil, so what's the 
point?” 

That loyalist attitude persisted for 
years as Anvil struggled after peak- 
ing in the 1980s with nothing but 
major buzz, festival stints next to the 
likes of Bon Jovi and Whitesnake, 
and an ineptly overwhelming con- 
sensus that they'd be metal’s second 
coming. Instead they ended up play- 
ing deserted dives and making ends 
meet at lacklustre jobs like Lips’ stint 
as a delivery truck driver for public 
school cafeterias. All that changed 
when a lauded documentary about 
their backwater toiling turned the 
limelight their way again in 2009. 

“J just don't look at it as finally get- 
ting the recognition we hoped for,” 
Lips says of Anvil’s recent success. 
“Whether it happened way back then 
or whether it's happening now, what's 
the difference?” 

But the path to this latter triumph 
was nearly traumatic, as Anvil hit its 
deepest rut while filming the docu- 
mentary. 


“Fighting to get paid, the lousy day 
jobs ... I didn’t have a problem with, 
he says of some of the movie's cringe 
worthy points “(But) the confronta 
tions with Robb, it’s unnerving being 
filmed (during such an argument) 
There 


was one fight in the entire two years 


but I didn’t care at that point 


that (director and former band road- 
ie) Sacha Gervasi was filming, and 
he managed to capture it.” 

Years of swelling artistic frustra- 
tion burst out, haemorrhaged and 
flowed, releasing pent up bitterness 
and flavouring a film that brought 
new fans flocking.

THE ROAD TO ‘SUCCESS’ 

1S LONG AND DUSTY, THE 
CHALLENGE IS FINDING THE 
WILL TO KEEP ON GOING

Vetis Monarch was probably still 
in diapers when Anvil achieved its 
premature pinnacle of glory open- 
ing for hair-metal superstars in the 
early 1980s, But the driving force 
behind Edmonton-based metal band 
Weapon can relate to the frustrations 
experienced by Steve ‘Lips’ Kudlow 
and his cohorts. Like Anvil, Weapon 
are widely admired by peers on the 
global extreme metal scene, have 
international distribution and are 
generally critically revered for their 
recorded output. They're also all but 
unknown in their home province but 
toa loyal fanbase. 

“Alberta is one of the most conser- 
vative provinces in Canada ... soina 
lot of ways it's still kind of a struggle 
for a metal band to be accepted as 
{playing] a legitimate form of mu- 
sic,” Monarch said on the eve of a 
Western Canadian tour with Singa- 
porean metal act Rudra that made an 
Edmonton stop on May 11. 

Getting onto the bills of established 
touring acts is crucial for any band 
to expand their reach, and this might 
be especially true for bands that per- 
form more extreme strains of under- 
ground metal. And though Weapon 
has had no shortage of props from 
bands like Poland’s Behemoth and 
American death metallists Hate 
€temal (here June 28) — and from 
major music publications like Dect- 
bel, Terrorizer and Revolver — that 
hasn't always translated into oppor- 
tunities at home. Metal-averse local 
venues, bills that come prepackaged 
with a full-slate of label-backed 
bands and industry indifference all 
conspire to keep bands like Weapon 
on the fringe, even as the complex 


Black Ice world tour, headlined their 
own sold out European tour, made a 
cameo appearance in the Seth Rogen 
superhero flick The Green Hornet, 
and recorded their fourteenth album, 
Juggernaut of Justice (released in 
early May). And now that Anvil has 
finally reached the top, Lips hopes to 
continue playing for artists still stuck 
in rock purgatory, inspiring them to 
keep head banging and stay faithful 
to each other. 

“I'm not freaking out like, “My 
god, I’ve become more famous,’” he 
says. “It's more like ‘Anvil’s become 
more popular, now | have a lot more 


work to do.””

taxonomy of metal sub-genres and 
the multitude of aspirants it spawns 
threaten to further fragment poten- 
tial audiences. 

“There's a million fucking bands 
out there, everybody and their fuck- 
ing nephew has a band. What makes 
your band different? You have to do 
some extra work,” Monarch said. 

Monarch, who was born in Bangla- 
desh and recorded the first Weapon 
demo there during a stay in 2004, 
admitted that the band isn't exces- 
sively concerned with made-in-Al- 
berta success. 

“We play very few local shows. We 
never wanted the stigma of just a lo- 
cal band, because when you have that 
stigma, no one takes you seriously. If 
you play and people miss your show, 
the mentality is like, ‘oh they'll play 
again.’ When Weapon plays, it's an 
event and people talk about it, they 
take time off to make sure they’re at 
that gig,” he said. 

“The majority of Alberta bands 
are content to play local shows for 
10 people every other weekend. The 
ambition is lacking, I find. That's part 
of the reason we're sort of hated in 
the scene, we don’t partake in quote- 
unquote local scene activities, you 
know, this brotherhood bullshit. Our 
goals are higher. You can wall into 
any HMY or Best Buy and find the 
Weapon CD, but we've had to work 
hard to get where we are.” 

Unlike Anvil, Monarch doesn’t an- 
ticipate a crowd-pleasing documen- 
tary to elevate Weapon's profile. He 
figures continued commitment and 
hard work will have to suffice. 

“The Weapon five-year plan is that 
everybody is making a living off 
this,” he said. “We're not going to 
compromise anything musically or 
ideologically, so all we can do is keep 
doing what we're doing and hope- 
fully get some money coming into 
the band.” een “i

I have to reveal, | humbly admitted 
to Death Cab for Cutie's drummer 
Jason McGerr, that I had not heard 
the new album yet. Their label had 
had some technical troubles sending 
me an advanced copy of the record 
I explained, and consequently, | was 
heading into this interview not so 
much blind, I suppose, as deaf. 

“Maybe I'll make you want to hear 
it even more,” was McGerr's sympa- 
thetic reply. I think he may have even 
‘aww-ed.’ 

Already considered giants of indie- 
rock, the coolest kids on the street 
don’t need any extra teasing to get 
all hot n’ hyped up about Codes and 
Keys, Death Cab’s seventh studio al- 
bum. Early reports suggest that, es- 
pecially compared to the darker heart 
of 2008's Narrow Stairs, McGerr 
together with singer/guitarist Ben 
Gibbard, guitarist Chris Walla and 
bassist Nick Harmer have created 
a lighter, breezier and more playful 
collection. 

“It's a more positive record,” con- 
firms McGerr. “I know that Nar- 
row Stairs was a more difficult 
time or just a time of transition for 
everybody, not just Ben but for my- 
self, Chris and Nick. All of us went 
through some heavier stuff and a lot 
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of that was because Transatlanti- 
cism through Plans was like a three 
and a half year tour. We barely took 
a break, all we had was each other 
and the things outside of our van 
were kind of well, some things 
crumpled, some things are difficult 
in general but we were away from 
home a lot.” 

Death Cab took a break after Nar- 
row Stairs and during that break, life 
happened. McGerr had two kids and 
both Gibbard and Harmer got mar- 
ried. “We allowed ourselves some 
time and space and distance to re- 
flect on the things that we have that 
we wouldn't want to be without in 
our lives,” says McGerr. He believes 
the “magnificent change” that has 
touched the band members over the 
last few years has embedded itself 
into the sound of Codes and Keys 

Similarly, McGerr suggests their 
physical surroundings had a huge 
role to play in how the latest album 
developed. Partially a reaction to the 
quick ‘live to tape’ approach they used 
while recording Narrow Stairs, they 
decided to relax the recording pro- 
cess on this one. Travelling to seven 
or eight different studios, according 
to McGerr, they would record for two 
weeks, give themselves three weeks 
off, then meet at a different studio 
and start the cycle over. 

“What kept [the album] going was 
fact that we were continually chang- 
ing our environment,” McGerr ex- 
plains, “so that we would re-stimulate 
the general direction and we would 
diversify the sound for the songs. 
Some studios were like a cave — real- 
ly dark, you didn’t know what time of 
day it was. But they were seasoned, 


classic studios where great, great 
albums had been made, so it was 


great knowing that the room acous- | 


tics were going to be fantastic. There 
were other places where we recorded 


that were nothing but windows and | 


natural daylight and it made for a 


much more lighthearted experience, | 


sonically and emotionally.” 


Eventually the team over at Death | 


Cab's label beat technology into 
submission and sent me a digital 
copy of Codes and Keys ~ in truth, 


shortly after I got off the phone with | 


McGerr. And, of course, he’s right 
There is almost a childlike exuber- 
ance to the album. It hums along, 
unabashedly happy to be alive. It still 
has that drifty Death Cab-ness that 
comes with Gibbard’s airy vocals, 
but McGerr's drumming tends to be 


crisper and the sonic flourishes radi- | 


ate. Gibbard’s lyrics are even, dare | 
say, cute. 

As delightful as Codes and Keys 
has truly turned out to be, the one 
difficulty McGerr had over the course 
of Death Cab’s extended recording 
process was, as luck would have it, 
waiting for people to hear the songs. 
Their two weeks-on/three weeks-off 
recording regimen meant the record 
took six months to complete. 

“I literally forgot what I played 
— what songs were, how they went 
down, how they sounded, almost 
when we did them,” he says. “Which 
for me was difficult, to sit there twid- 
dling my thumbs after not playing 
a rock show for a year and a half 
wondering if what we were doing 
was going to make a difference in the 
world, or if people are going to like 
it at all.”

Although the International Chil- 

dren's Festival certainly caters to the 

younger crowd, the festival itself 
has now firmly entered the realm of 
adulthood. 2011 marks the 30th an- 
niversary of the Children’s Fest, and 
there is perhaps no better ambassa- 
| dor for the festival than its director, 

Nancy Abrahamson 
| Abrahamson has been with the 

festival for the past 17 years, ever 
| since it relocated from the Citadel in 
| downtown Edmonton to its current 
location along the mighty Sturgeon 
River in St Albert. In that time she’s 
| held various positions, including 
| volunteer coordinator and site activ- 

ity coordinator and she’s been at the 
| helm as Festival Director for the past 
five years. 

In her time with the festival, Abra- 
hamson has seen it grow from a 
$250,000 event to its current $1.5 
| million incarnation. What used to 
require 200 volunteers to run now 
| needs 800. 

“We're two weeks out and we still 
need volunteers, but we have 600 
volunteers already,” she explains. 
| “The return rate of volunteers is 
probably 85 per cent. There are some 
people that have been with us since 
we brought the festival to St Albert.” 

It's clear from Abrahamson’s voice 
that she’s extremely proud of this 
festival and the role it plays in the 
community. 

“The team is my favourite part,” 
she says without hesitation. “The 
camaraderie and sense of ownership 





that everyone has makes me proud. I

walk out and see thousands of chil- 
dren walking that path and they’re 
all laughing and giggling, and there’s 
nothing that beats that feeling.” 

The festival is celebrating its 30th 
anniversary in grand style. In addi- 
tion to all the wonderful interna- 
tional performances that the festi- 
val is known for programming, this 
year they are bringing in iL CirCo’s 
Viaggio, a combination of comme- 
dia dell’arte and French-Canadian 
cirque-style theatre which will fea- 
ture aerial chiffon, Chinese poles, 
hand balancing, and the always jaw 
dropping contortionists 

“We decided to just jump in,” Abra- 
hamson explains. “[The Cirque] is 
huge, it’s really above and beyond. It 
was a big step for us to do this, so it 
was scary, but we're already 85 per 
cent sold out for the Cirque. The 
prices are so reasonable and acces- 
sible.” 

It's this accessibility that is so im- 
portant to Abrahamson's vision of 
the festival and its future. 

“I think people come back [to the 
festival] because it’s so well orga- 
nized, and feels so safe and enter- 
taining and fun at the same time. It 
looks great, it's clean, it’s accessible 
and there's lots to do. I always call 
it organized chaos,” she adds with a 
laugh. 

The festival has also arranged for 
a park and ride shuttle from the St. 
Albert Centre with free buses run- 
ning every 15 minutes so patrons can 
avoid the hassle of finding parking 
downtown. 

One of the performances that au- 
diences can catch at the Children’s 
Festival is the intriguingly named 
The Tragical Life of Cheeseboy, pre- 
sented by Slingsby Theatre out of 
Adelaide, Australia. 

Cheeseboy is the story of a young 
boy whose home planet (which is 
made of cheese) has been destroyed, 
and he finds himself orphaned 
on €arth, trying to discover the 
truth about his home.

Sheehan credits the 
writing for allowing him to keep his 
performance fresh, and to keep mak- 
ing new discoveries. 

“It's one of those plays that is 
rich in its content and in the way . 
it’s told; it keeps you on your toes,” 
he explains enthusiastically. “The 
complexity of the role for an ac- 
tor keeps you interested. It's not 
something that you feel you've fully 
achieved even after 165 shows.” 

And how does Sheehan himself 
feel about cheese?

Full of laughs and unexpected turns, 
Love Song brings an adult meaning 
to the transformative power of love 
Director John Hudson of Shadow 
Yheatre is presenting Love Song, 
written by John Kolvenbach. After 
premiering at Steppenwolf in Chi- 


cago, this play was nominated for an 
Olivier award for best new comedy. 
The play centers on Beane, por- 
trayed by Frank Zotter, who under 
the care of his loving sister Joan has 
been a wallflower, scared to take risks 
and put his heart on the line. Zotter 
says that Beane learns “to flower into 
love, to find light in the darkness, and 
to take center stage in his life.” 
Beane happens upon and falls in 
love with the fierce and demand- 
ing Molly (Vanessa Holmes), who 
Hudson describes as an “angel of 
vengeance, discovered in crime, ca- 
pable of inspiring love at first sight.” 
Hudson chose Holmes to portray 
Molly because her risk-taking per- 


formance style brought the kind of 
bravery to the part that Hudson en 
visioned. Molly and Beane's love is 
the exhausting kind of love — it is an 
all-consuming quest to get to know 
all of each other's newness; their love 
is discovery and passion 

Hudson describes Joan's character 
as “a tough, hard-ass business wom- 
an,” a character that accomplished 
actor Coralee Cairns is sure to exem- 
plify well. Joan has cut herself off 
from her feelings to make her ca 
reer a priority. Joan’s husband Harry 
(John Sproule) is described by Hud 
son as a “counterweight to Joan, who 
questions her decisions — an under 


miner.” Laughing, Hudson adds that 


theirs is a “love of the years.” 

Beane and Molly’s love is a conta- 
gion that forces Joan and Harry out 
of their years of routine. “There's 
nothing wrong with the marriage,” 
Hudson says, “but it has fallen into 
a stasis, it is passionless.” Beane and 
Molly’s love acts as a catalyst for re 
newing Joan and Harry's marriage 
and they discover the deep love that 
comes with their years together. 
“Joan realizes how much she has 
been missing since cutting off this 
part of herself,” Hudson says. “She 
approaches life with new vigor, she 
begins to feel again, and has new 
passion for her marriage.” 


This is not a facile love story, it 


deals with adult themes (with the 
strong language warning that goes 
with it). Zotter says that “just like 
misery can be contagious, so is love, 
and this play manifests the many 
ways that being surrounded by love 
affects us; we can choose to nurture 
love and have it blossom beyond our 
expectations.” 

In the same way that the theatre 
experience draws in our imagination. 
the love of the characters invites us 
to imagine ourselves nurturing love 
and seeing what blossoms. Smart 
and funny, Zotter says this play al 
lows us to “renew our connection to 
our hearts and open us up to possi- 


bilities.”

It's going to be a hot summer at the 
AGA: what is now emphatically es- 
tablished as Alberta's most recogniz- 
able museum is about to play host 
to the largest ever exhibition of the 
works on Andy Warhol in the history 
of the province. 

Warhol is one of the giants of 20th 
century art, as Chief Curator Cath- 
erine Crowston explained recently: 


“When we were planning for the 
opening of the new building, looking 
at what our first two years of pro- 

amming would be, we wanted ex-

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hibitions that haven’t been produced 
in Edmonton of important artists 
and Warhol was one of them.” 

Crowston admits “There's a lot of 
research, a lot of work done on War- 
hol and there have been many exhi- 
bitions. This gives people here the 
opportunity to become familiar with 
Warhol.” 

And what exactly is the reason for 
the magnetic pull Warhol still has 
over both critics and public alike? 

According to Crowston, it comes 
down to the as-yet-unequaled way 
“Warhol was skilled at manipulat- 
ing and working with popular and 
mass media: he was able to get his 
name and his works out there. Also, 
he surrounded himself with celeb- 
rities and he was interested in the 
whole cult of celebrity so of course 
he himself becomes a celebrity 
through that.” 

But, Crowston is keen to point out

and cynical approach to exposing the 
| extent of ‘brand integration’, it, like 
| Super Size Me it is effective and rela- 
| tively kind — to both the audience 
watching and corporations taking

part. 
But the main thing to note here is 
‘near-mockingly’ — there is little ac- 
tual satire happening, it seems, yet, 
like genius-promotion itself, it’s the 
constant undertone of the film. As 
Spurlock becomes aware of his own 
pesonal ‘brand’ — which is a shame- 
less concept in itself, furthering the 
relatively loose content of the film — 
he hones in on the corporations who 
might take a chance (need) this type 
of publicity. Selling the rights of 
placement and himself to the highest 
bidder (in this case POM Wonder- 
ful — a delicious and healthy pome- 
grante juice very-rich in antioxidants 
and nearly 40 per cent as effective 
as Viagra, among other wonderful 
qualities), Spurlock bypasses the 
suggestion that he is selling out as an 
individual; rather, as he justifies it, 
he is ‘buying in’ to the game, co-pro- 
moting both the ‘Morgan Spurlock’ 
imprint and the products he ironi- 
cally (or not so ironically) propels 
The trickiest part of the film is the 
blatant lack of narrative. As Spur- 
lock is meeting with executives, 
building a list of those ‘buying in,’ and 
thusly financing him, Spurlock notes 
how they'll be prominently featured 
in the film with more attention 
those 


given to who pay, but 


after themeetingsandthemagicnum- 
ber are actually reached there really 
isn’t anything that happens (except a 
quiet retreat to the anti-commercial 
Mecca of ad-free Brazil). But I 
guess this is the point of the whole 
film. 

By being explicit about his mo- 
tivations and Spur- 
lock achieves his goal. In an era 
where marketing attempts to be 
soft and veiled, while being hard 
and obvious, the transparency he 
seeks gives the audience a certain 
amountof deservedrespect. Realizing 
that obvious product placement does 
exist in the media, Spurlock takes it 
further by initializing the idea that 
life, in some twisted and sad way, has 
it's own product placements all of the 
time. He just finds it’s easier to sub- 
scribe to the rules, play the game and 
then turn it on itself. 

It's. when you that

First things first. Forget everything 
| you've heard of late about Mel Gib- 
son. We all know the man has prob- 
lems. Things have gotten so bad for 
this former superstar that the cast of 
| The Hangover II objected to Gibson 
| making a cameo in the film. Now, 
that's a career low. 

Once you start watching The Bea- 
ver, all of Mel's past transgressions 
are immediately forgotten. The film 
may not be entirely successful, but 
there is no denying that Gibson gives 
a terrific performance. Say what you 
like about the guy's personal life, but 
he’s a hell of an actor. 

That being said, The Beaver is a 
very odd film, one that seems even 
odder on paper. 

Gibson plays Walter Black, an 
owner of a failing toy company who 
is in the throws of extreme depres- 
sion. He has grown distant from his 





children, little Henry and teenager 


Porter (Anton Yelchin) who is so 
concerned that he is becoming his 
father that he keeps a growing list 
of their similarities on Post-It Notes 
Eventually, his wife Meredith (Jodie 
Foster), kicks him out of the house, 
although she clearly still loves him 
deeply. 

In the depths of despair, Walter at- 
tempts suicide. It doesn’t work out, 
but when he recovers he finds that 
a hand puppet of a beaver that he 
casually picked up is talking to him. 
Soon, Black is wearing the puppet 
and speaking in the beaver’s voice, 
a Cockney accent that should give 
Michael Caine reason to sue for un- 
authorized use. 

Black, under the guidance of the 
beaver, starts his life fresh, with a 
new, optimistic outlook. The gloom 
lifts, and soon enough Black — still 
speaking in the beaver’s voice, and 
always with the puppet on his left 
hand — turns his life, and busi- 
ness, around, He's happy, Meredith 
is happy (they even resume their 
sex life, with the beaver — and by 
that, | mean the puppet — joining in 
the fun), and little Henry is happy. 
But Porter is not. He sees his dad 
(rightly so, I believe) as certifiably 
bonkers, and will have nothing to do 
with him. Besides, he’s got his hands 
full with his own little side venture, 


writing term papers and essays for 
other students in their voices. He 
even agrees to write the valedictory 
speech for Norah (Jennifer Law- 
rence, from Winter's Bone), an hon- 
ors student with a few problems of 
her own. 

Walter even becomes a pop culture 
celebrity, when a beaver-themed toy 
line he creates becomes a sensation. 
He hits the talk-show circuit (the To- 
day Show, even The Daily Show with 
Jon Stewart), always with the beaver 
and in the beaver's voice. 

Hey, | said it was odd. 

There is more odd stuff to come 
that 1 won't reveal here. Suffice to 
say that the film takes a late turn into 
cheesy horror movie territory that is 
somewhat jarring. 

The tone of The Beaver wavers be- 
tween dark comedy to serious drama 
to one of those icky feel good films. 
I'm not really sure what, if anything, 
The Beaver is trying to say. Although 
the message is muddled, it's never 
less than entertaining, once you ac- 
cept the central conceit of the talking 
puppet. If you don’t buy into it, than 
all is lost. 

The Beaver won't be enough to 
rehabilitate Mel Gibson's reputation 
as a person, but it provides a vivid 
reminder that, tabloid exploits aside, 
he’s a fine actor.
